Many people still live with the misconception that religious 
education is something for children to study. Or, at best, that 
it provides topics for high school students to discuss; maybe. 


But this Catholic-Christian faith of ours is really very in- 
teresting, well-seasoned by.its content and history and should 
provoke radical changes and significant action in the 
believer. Maybe the question is: did we just munch on this 
tasty deposit of faith as children without being grown up 
enough to appreciate it? And what are we doing about itnow? 


IT MAY STILL surprise some to know that religious 
education is primarily an adult ‘‘bag.’’ That early formation 
of ours was really only the preparation for handling the 
serious and mature challenges of the faith. Only as adults can 
we handle the task of reviewing and rethinking that faith and 
— more importantly — doing something about it. 


Yet, strangely, just when we are really ready for religion, 
too many of us think we ‘‘know it all” and stop studying. Then 
we wonder why our childhood studies. won’t solve our adult 
problems. 


Sister Gail, in the CCD office, has a whole roster of adult 
programs and lectures (and not only for ‘‘teachers’’) and 
many parishes offer their own adult forums. 


THE QUESTION IS: are you grown up enough for adull 
religious education? If so...rip!... tear intosome of it.

Jesuit on the priesthood 


‘It is good; it is healthy’

THE CATHOLIC 
priesthood is in great shape 
and those who see it other- 
wise are wrong. This is the 
view of a leading Jesuit 


authority on the priesthood 


and vocations. 


Speaking to the Serra 
International joint district 
convention in San Diego last 
Saturday, Father Eugene 
Schallert, SJ, said the 
condition of the priesthood is 
not bad. ‘‘It is good. It is 
healthy — perhaps healthier 
than it has been. in its entire 
history.” 


Father Schallert, who has 


‘traveled researching his 


subject, said he has met with 
more than 1,000 former 
priests throughout the world 
in the past five years. 


BUT IT IS important to 
remember that “‘no group of 
professional men in the 
world has gone through what 
priests have experienced 
since 1965.’’ And they have 
come through. 


“Most of us have survived 
the turmoil,’ he said. 
“Fifteen per cent have not — 
but that means 85 per cent 
have.”’ 


He told Serra delegates, 
numbering about 100, that, in 
the old days, preists were 
called upon to give “blind 
obedience.’’ Now they are 
asked for ‘‘initiative and 
creativity,” when it was 
trained out of them: 


“WHEN YOU approach a 
priest with a label or a 
category,”’ he said, ‘‘you are 
not going to hear him or 
perceive his love for you.” 
Until we understand the love 
and dedication of a priest we 
will never understand him, 
according to Father 
Schallert.

THE FIRST LAY participation in work 
toward the synod for this diocese starts next 
week. Three lay representatives from each 
parish will meet on an area basis to hear the 
plans for the proposed synod and how lait 
are involved. 

Father Phillip Straling, executive 
secretary of the synod, will meet at the 
deanery level with men and women selected 
by their parishes. This follows his meetings 
over recent weeks with priests and Sisters, 
also grouped on a deanery basis.’ 

Priests and Sisters have been asked to 
select a layman, laywoman and a youth (16 
to 24) to represent each parish.

AT THE FIRST meeting, Father Straling 
will explain the purpose of the synod, the 
proposed plan and the role of the laity. 


They will also discuss the formation of a 
diocesan lay committee to advise on the 
synod and select members of the synod 
commissions to be formed about March 
1973. 


This is the first time in the diocese that the 
laity are being called to become involved in 
the renewal of the Church. Synods held prior 
to the Second Vatican Council explicitly 
excluded Sisters, Brothers and laity. 


“THESE MEETINGS are being held to 
inform the laity concerning the forthcoming 
synod and in hopes they will also provide the 
opportunity to start coming together on a 
diocesan level,” said Father Straling. 


“This will greatly aid the laity in being a © 
vital part of future advisory committees in 
the diocese, such as the proposed Diocesan 
Pastoral Council.’’ 


Father Straling, after meeting with all the 
lay groups, will bring reports for any 
proposed changes for the synod to the Pre- 
Synodal Board. A final proposed plan will be 
drawn up and presented to all deaneries in 
early December. The plan for the synod is 
expected to be completed by the end of 
December.

300 years devotion 


to Sacred Heart 


October 20 will mark the 
third centenary of the first 
liturgical feast of the Sacred 
Heart.

century. 

He felt it necessary to call 
attention to the divine- 
human person of Christ, with 
an appealing emphasis on 
the physical heart of Christ, 
the bodily organ which is 
regarded as the seat of 
human emotions, as. still 
evidenced by song and ex- 
pression, 


A little more than a year 
later the first of Jesus’ 


revelations, concerning his 
desire for devotion to his 
Sacred Heart, was given to 


St. Margaret Mary 
Alacoque. 
The dynamic of the 


devotion to the Sacred Heart 
is a positive means of 
developing knowledge of the 
love of Jesus for the Father 
and for all mankind. 


If one intellectually ac- 
cepts the truths expressed, 
the response must 
necessarily be one of faith in 
the divinity of Christ and a 
boundless trust in his love for 
all men. 


I pray that the third 
centenary of the liturgical 
beginning of the Sacred

AS WOMEN WILL, we were talking 
... about the continuing demands up- 
on the faithful for assistance to the 
expanding and developing needs of 
the Church in mission lands. 


It is practically impossible for the 
comfortable, affluent denizen of the 
western world to comprehend the 
bottomless well of need in places like 
Africa and Asia or Latin America, into 


which our mission envelope con- 
tributions disappear without discern- 


ible effect. 


No matter how much is given, more 
is always required. Thousands of 
dollars may be poured into some 
primitive or underdeveloped terri- 
tory without any perceptible dif 
ference to the existing conditions. We 
may be forgiven for growing impa- 
tient and feeling imposed upon. 


BUT SOMEWHERE a child or an 
invalid has eaten and slept easier, 
warmer, because of those dollars. 


Perhaps even a life has been saved, a> 


mind strengthened, a purpose given for 
life. 


When poverty means owning 
nothing, or as little as may be tied 
together in a small tablecloth, and 
hunger means nothing and no prospect 
of anything to eat, then even $5 can 
guarantee only food for one day. When 
tomorrow comes, what then? 


Assuredly there are areas where 
great strides will be made. Schools will 


be built, people trained to help them- 


selves. Missions do grow self- 
supporting, even prosperous. But there 
are always others and the need is as 
great again. 


“WE HAVE OUR own people to 
worry about .. . there are our home 
missions. I don’t give to foreign 
missions,’”’ a woman expostulated to 
me once. She had no idea how we could 
contribute to home missions, so 
presumably her charity had begun and 
ended at home! 


The difficulty with her attitude is that 
the people in the foreign missions are

marks 60 years 


Once there were two parishes; SC now | 
serves 162 in 36,000 square miles 


By Nicholas Biondo 


THE SOUTHERN Cross 
has been a diocesan weekly 
for 35 years — since the San 
Diego diocese was 
established — but it has been 
a Catholic newspaper for 60. 


It has recorded, since 1912, 
the aspirations and ac- 
complishments of a 
developing Church in a 
growing Southern California 


— without losing sight of the ~ 


Universal Church. 


And through its years of 
service to Church and people 
as a diocesan paper, it has 
won many awards from its 
peers in the Catholic press. 


AS THE:SC celebrates its 
60th birthday, a major dif- 
ference today is that — like 
the post-Vatican II Church, it 
is presenting the same 
eternal truths in a new 
format. 


The Southern Cross’ first 
issue as the official diocesan 
paper, April 15, 1937, com- 
mended the weekly “‘for its 
25 years devoted exclusively 
to the interests of 
Catholicity.”’ 


“With today’s issue, the 
Southern Cross takes on a 
new dignity,’’ said the paper, 
noting that Bishop Charles 
F.. Buddy announced the new. 
weekly to 70 priests at their 
first annual retreat in Del 
Mar. 


ITS EDITOR then was 
Bernard H. Dougherty, son 
of James H. Dougherty, who 
had been publisher and 
editor of the SC from 1919 
until he died in 1931. 


And, also at that time, the 
SC had its first and only 
woman associate editor — 
Geraldine G. Floersch whose 
by-line front page story told 
of Bishop Buddy’s action. 


“In 1912 when the first 
issue of the Southern Cross 
appeared, a small four-page 


paper, it was welcomed to 
San Diego with open arms by 
the Rev. Joseph Nunan, third 
pastor of St. Joseph’s 
church, and by the few 
pioneer priests in charge of 
the seattered flocks of 
Catholics in San Diego 
county,”’ she wrote. 

SIXTY YEARS ago there 
were only two churches in 
the city — St. Joseph’s, built 
by the famed Father Antonio 
Ubach in 1894 and Our Lady 
of Angels, dedicated in 1906. 

The Sisters of St. Joseph of 
Carondelet were conducting 


a boarding school for girls 
and the Sisters of Mercy’ 


maintained a sanitarium on 
University avenue. 


“Catholicity, introduced 
into California at San Diego 
by Father Junipero Serra 
and his Franciscan padres, 
was. still in its infancy. 


‘““THE PRIVATIONS, 
troubles, hopes and 
aspirations of the early 
pastors were reflected and 
the final realization of their 
dreams’ chronicled in: the 
columns of San Diego’s 
Catholic paper.”’ 


The official an- 
nouncement, with pictures of 
Bishop Buddy and pioneer 
newspaperman Dougherty, 
filled nearly the entire front 
page of that first diocesan 
issue 35: years ago. 


But sharing the front page 
with the bishop was Father 
Owen Hannon, then pastor of 
Our Lady of the Sacred 
Heart in San Diego. 


HE WAS TO BE the main 
speaker at a meeting of the 
Diocesan Council of Catholic 
Women. Msgr. Hannon, now 
retired, still resides at the 
Sacred Heart rectory. 


Although Dougherty’s 
name was long associated 
with the Southern Cross, it 


was started in 1912 by James 
McCormick, its first editor, 
in partnership with Thomas 
Brennan, a publisher from 
Des Moines, Iowa. 


Soon'afterwards, however, 
Brennan ‘‘discouraged by 
the hardships,’’ returned to 
the East, leaving Mc- 
Cormick to carry on alone. 
After a few years he sold the 
paper to John Dorey who 
was forced to leave the city 
because of bad health after 
only a year. 


IT WAS THEN that the 


paper came into the hands of 
Dougherty in 1919. 


Dougherty was a member 
of the city council — the first 
Catholic to- enter public 
office in San Diego — and 


foreman of the Evening - 


Tribune composing room. 


“Then followed years of 
struggle in trying to make a 
living and of editing the 
paper — battling odds to 
carry the word of the faith to 
Catholics of Southern 
California,’’ said the 
Floersch story. 


DOUGHERTY made the 
paper an organ of the 
Knights of Columbus and 
had dreams of the SC 
becoming the _ official 
newspaper of the Diocese of 
San Diego. 


‘San Diego must not be 
without a Catholic paper,” 
he would say many times. 


But Dougherty died six. 


years before his dream came 
true. He was only 56 when he 
died Aug. 30, 1931, and his 
son, Bernard, became 
editor, serving until Bishop 
Buddy assumed its 
publication. 


AS OFFICIAL weekly, the 
SC ‘‘dedicated itself to being 
a truly diocesan paper with 
the interests of the smallest 
as well as the largest parish 
at heart.

Under Late Bishop’ 8 Guidance: 


“The Southern Cross has 
been known as a_ home 
paper, creating a friendly 
spirit between parishes by 
interesting them in each 
other’s problems. 


‘‘As time passes, the SC 
hopes to foster the friendly 
spirit of the cities that make 
up the diocese so they may 
feel as one united working 
toward a common goal.”’ 


In that first issue in April, 
1937, the paper listed 70 
parishes in the diocese’s four 
counties. One of them, St. 
Edward in Corona, had as its 
pastor, Father James P. 
O’Shea, who was named 
editor June 1, 1937 — two 
months after it became a 
diocesan paper. 


IT WAS THEN either four 
or six pages weekly, sold at 
five cents a copy or $2 a year 
and soon after moved from 
718 Fourth avenue to 1528 
Fourth avenue. 


Father O’Shea remained 
as the SC’s first editor and 
manager until retiring in 
1970. But for ten years:-— 
1939-49 — war restrictions 
forced him to remain in 
Europe where he had gone 
for a visit. He served then as 
feature writer. 

‘During this 10-year in- 
terval three priests served 
as editors — Fathers Mat- 
thew Thompson (1939-41), 


James R. Keane. (1942-44) 


and Edward A. Johnson 
(1944-49). Father O’Shea 
became editor again in 
October, 1949. 


OPENING OF the new 
diocesan administration 
building on the University of 
San Diego campus in 1954 
brought the SC from _ its 
downtown location, and from 
its April 22, 1954 issue has 
had offices at Alcala Park. 


Also in 1954 (July 15 issue), 
Father O’Shea was invested 
as Rt. Rev. Msgr. by Bishop 
Buddy in the Chapel of the 
San Diego College for 
Women. 


“We need conscientious 
writers to teach and defend 
the truths of religion and 
give authentic news through 
the medium of the Catholic 
press,’ Bishop Buddy said 
then. 


FROM 1949, under Msgr. 
O’Shea, the SC won 11 
Catholic Press Association 
awards for its front pages, 
editorials, columns and 
human interest features.

Eight Monsignors

Recalling the first 25 years 
of the paper and of the 
diocese in an anniversary 
issue, Aug. 30, 1962, Msgr. 
O’Shea wrote in his Mission 
Tower column: 


“It was in 1937 that the 
bishop purchased _ the 
privately owned Southern 
Cross from the Dougherty 


family and made it his 
diocesan _ paper. The 
newspaper’s beginnings 


were modest; its circulation 
was confined to the city of 
San Diego for the most part 
and its subscribers num- 
bered less than 1,000. 


“TODAY IT IS a weekly 
visitor to nearly 30,000 
homes in the four counties. 
Estimated number of 
readers total 150,000. Weekly 
it brings to them local, : 
national and_ international 
reports, comments, and 
interpretations of events of 
interest and value. 


“It is in fact a weekly 
history of the Church in 
action in the world, nation 
and diocese.” 


Msgr. O’Shea was editor 
under three publishers — 
Bishop Buddy, Bishop 
Francis J. Furey (now Arch- 
bishop of San Antonio) and 
Bishop Leo T. Maher, 
present SC publisher. 


WORKING closely with 
Msgr. O’Shea for 16 years 
was Lester Hegele, associate 
editor from 1954 until he 


retired in January, 1971. 
Hegele died June 25, 1971. 
On Aug. 1, 1970, Msgr. 


O’Shea was succeeded as 
editor and manager by 
Michael. C. Newman who 


was development and public 
relations director at USD 
when appointed by Bishop 
Maher. 


At that time Bishop 
Maher, in a statement on the 
Catholic press, said a 
Catholic editor’s job was ‘‘to 
arouse thought, break down 
barriers of vision and open 
new horizons, and to in- 
terpret vast and _ lofty 
possibilities.” 

UNDER EDITOR 
Newman, the SC_ soon 
became a new newspaper. 
Its eight-column standard 
size page became a six- 
column tabloid size, and its 
eight pages were increased 
to 12 and 16. 

New typography and 
make-up complemented the 
paper’s ‘increased editorial 
content and many new 
features. 


These include A time to 
keep, As women will, Bible 
insight, Answer Please! 
Opinion Forum, Talking 
Point, Universal Church and 
Around the diocese. 


WITH ITS FIRST 1972 
issue the. SC doubled its 
circulation under a new 
parish plan of family 
readership in cooperation 
with pastors. The SC now 
goes into nearly 50,000 homes 
with more than 200,000 
readers, serving 162 par- 
ishes in the 36,000-square- 
mile diocese. 


In the past two years the 
SC has won Catholic. press 
top awards for best front 
page (twice) and best news 
story, and citations for 
general excellence, columns, 
human interest and cir- 
culation promotion. 
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Hughes discusses goals, 
structure, finances of USD 


Dr. Author E. Hughes is now into 
his second year as the first lay presi- 
dent of the University of San Diego. 
This center of learning, created by the 
Catholic Church under the inspira- 
tion of Bishop Charles F. Buddy, first 
bishop of the San Diego diocese, is 
now independent of direct diocesan 
control and financing. In this special 
interview with Michael. Newman, 
President Hughes explains the posi- 
tion and philosophy of the university 
today. 


Q. The major change in the structure of the 
University of San Diego since you came has 
been the establishment of four schools. How 
are they shaping? 


Yes, there are now four major units at 
USD. The first is the College of Arts and 
Sciences which is designed to house the 
basic disciplines that comprise our liberal 
arts offering — our heritage. The former 
two separate institutions (College for 
Women and College for Men) were largely 
liberal arts oriented. 


Then we have three _ professional 
schools: the School of Education, where 
the primary emphasis is teacher prepara- 
tion, and a special program within that for 
the mentally and physically handicapped. 
We also work in the elementary and secon- 

-dary levels, and there is a counsellor 
education program. 


Then there is the new School of Business 
Administration to train people who want 
to enter the economic sector, earn their 
livings and make their career in business. 
Our program is management-oriented, the 
weight of the program is still on the liberal 
arts with a strong business-economic cap- 
stone. We have reversed what usually hap- 
pens at other institutions. 


The third program is, of course law, and 
our School of Law continues with its day 
and night programs. 


Q. How many students are enrolled this 
year? 


We have 1,538 enrolled on campus prog- 
rams and 101 enrolled in off-campus prog- 
rams. This is exclusive of the law school 
where we have an enrollment this year of 
876. The totals indicate we have about 165 
more students than last year. 


Q. Does this mean your accommodation is 
full? 


We do have full boarding accommoda- 
tion. We could accommodate more stu- 
dents in classrooms, but we have no more 
on-campus living available. We have 
approximatly 450 living on campus, mak- 
ne oe hae of our undergraduate stu- 

ents. 


Q. Is there a loss of students in their junior 
and senior years? I believe this has been 
a factor in the past. 


I have not observed the attrition during 
these years. But what we have observed 
is a significant increase in students from 
junior (community) colleges, reaching a 
point where, of the new upper classmen, 
enrollment is 70 per cent from community 
colleges, as opposed to transfers from 
other four-year institutions. 


Q. So your new tuition scale has not affected 
enrollment? 


No, on the contrary, I think that when 
the students think it through they will find 
it is as equitable as possible in levying 


fees. Student reaction last year was not so 
much that they didn’t like the program but 
that they were not involved in the change. 
That was a valid point. We have now been 
able to build in a scholarship program, 
too, which helps those students who are 
excelling and who want to take extra hours 
without extra cost. 


Q. What about faculty? Have you increased 
or decreased since the colleges joined? And 
have you any idea of their breakdown in 
terms of religious belief? 

We have, by combining the two institu- 

tions, been able to reduce faculty by attri- 
tion. On the question of religion, I have. 
only approximate figures. There are 
roughly 75 per cent Catholic. I have no 
idea of the distribution of the balance. 
Q. What about Catholicity of studies? How 
would you describe it? The religious 
studies department has expanded in areas 
other than Catholic, but what is the general 
picture? 

During his undergraduate training a stu- 
dent is required to take nine semester 
hours in religious studies and 12 hours in 
philosophy. Some of these courses are 
specifically with the Catholic religion and 
the teaching of the Catholic Church. 

Others are more comparative in nature 
and still others are specialized courses in 
non-Catholic religions. Our students may 
select certain courses. We require the 
minimum of hours, but they may select the 
course content. 


In terms of Catholic — related to the 
Roman Catholic Church — I think we are 
holding fairly constant the availability of 
material. In the case of catholic — more 
ecumenical — I suspect we are more 
ecumenical than we were 15 or 20 years 
ago. I have no way of saying that other than 
intuitively.

I think there is a greater concept of 
catholicity on the campus. We have given 
a lot of thought to it and I think it has to” 
do with the humane or human characteris- 
ties of Christianity or Catholicism. We are 
zeroing in on these concepts as they relate 
to human inter-relationships. There is a 
conscious effort to make it a place of the 
living presence of the Church and not sim- 
ply its intellectual presence. That is one 
of our goals, and it is rather a tough one. 


Q. Do you have many enquiries about USD 
from pastors? Would you welcome parish 
scholarship help? And thirdly, how many 
students come from within the diocese? 


‘We can operate at the break-even point, — 
but . .. we have to seek funding elsewhere’

I’ve only had a couple of enquiries from 
pastors — requests to help youngsters, 
financial help. But that’s all. 


The question on parish scholarships is 
two-pronged. We are very definitely 
interested in having parish help in terms 
of scholarship support. But it implies that 
a student has certain capabilities, and I 
would rather have the students apply for 
a scholarship and be granted it on terms 
of academic ability rather than geographic 
location. : 


The number of undergraduate students 
from within the diocese at present is about 
900, not necessarily Catholics, of course. 


Q. Moving into the area of finances. Now 
that you no longer have a diocesan subsidy, 
what is your operating situation? 


Our operating budget is a little over $5 
million a year. The accumulated deficit at 
the beginning of this fiscal year (Sep- 
tember 1) was about $1.3 million. 


Historically the deficit accumulated 
over three years when the bishop with- 
drew support and continued to the end of 
the last fiscal year. The anticipated deficit 
this year is $80,000. We hope that after that 
we will operate on a break-even basis. I 
think this is possible. 


In terms of the overall fiscal posture of 
the university the problem is basically 
that we can probably — by very careful 
management — operate on a day-to-day 
basis at the break-even point, but if we are 
to expand or enrich our programs, or pro- 
vide for the replacement of physical plant 
and the retirement-of debt, we are going 
to have to seek funding elsewhere. 


We are going to have to increase our 
total revenue potential beyond what it is 
now. And that’s what we are trying to do 
with our development program. 


Q. Where do you expect the money to 
come from? 


Roughly 75 per cent of the cost of operat- 
ing the university comes from the stu- 
dents. The balance comes from govern- 
ment and various kinds of financial aid.

We also receive gifts from individuals, cor- 
porations and foundations. 


Q. What about the contributed services of 
Sisters and priests? I understand the pic- 
ture here has changed. 


Yes. In 1969-70 we had 36 priests and 
nuns on the payroll. This year we have 22 
priests and nuns. The cost to USD in 
decreased contributed services is about 
$90,000 this year over last year. Priests’ 
services are still contributed, but there 
are fewer priests. There are fewer nuns 
and they are able to contribute a lower 
percentage. f 
Q. How do you see the long range potential 
of USD? 

The figure we are now working with is 
an enrollment of about 3,000 for the 1970s. 
It allows for growth and affords us to have 
adequate student enrollment in each of 
the schools to allow for full programming. 
What we do beyond that point — we have 
just begun to scratch the surface. We know 
we can accommodate more students, but 
what will the sacrifice be if we get too big? 

Physically, we might need additional 
units, and we have to do something about 
the law library, which is very tightly 
squeezed. We have to consolidate the 
undergraduate libraries (two) into one and 
perhaps allow the law library to take over 
one of the buildings. 

We are working with a master plan and 
I think my greatest satisfaction is seeing 
the shift to a very positive spirit in moving 
the university forward. Students and 
faculty show a real sense of caring. There 


is a great optimism here. I think we can 


make it a great university, but it takes 
time. 

We have a publicity program, alumni 
program and fund raising program, 
coupled with a communications program 
to the general public on what our univer- 
sity is.about. 

We are attempting to make known to 
potential benefactors — foundations, gov- 
ernments, private individuals and corpo- 
rations — what kind of program we have 
here and what kind of support we need.

Talking Point 


Vatican Il: 
Turning point 

in religious, 
world history 


_ FOR MULTITUDES within and outside the 
Catholic Church, Vatican II engendered 
theological, social and ecumenical 
breakthroughs which have made it one of the 
great turning points in religious and world 
history. 


Theologian Dr. Albert Outler, a Vatican II 
observer for the Methodists, put it succinetly 
when he said recently: ‘‘We can realize how 
much of an historical watershed (the council) 
was when we try to remember how things were 
before it happened...” 


Yet the full implications are still, to a large 
extent, unclear. 


THE ANGLICAN Archbishop of Canterbury, 
Dr. Michael Ramsey, characterized the council 
as an event for which all Christendom “‘has 
cause for gratitude.’ While few, if any, would 


dispute this, there is a growing number of » 


churchmen who are worried about what they see 
as a slowing down of the ecumenical momentum. 


And in the Catholic Church itself deep concern 
has been voiced over the polarization of the 
Catholic faithful and the exodus of clergy and 
religious. 2 te 


To be sure, for many. Catholics and non- 
Catholics alike, the council was a “‘gift for the 
Holy Spirit,’’ and, for some others, a disap- 
pointment. In any case, its impact is still strong 
today, though estimates of its influence and 
efficacy vary. 


AT THIS 10th anniversary of the opening of 
Vatican II, several former council observers, 
and other Church leaders and scholars have 
commented on its impact today. 


Peter Day, ecumenical officer of the U.S. 
Episcopal. Church and an observer at Vatican II, 
touched on the dimension of renewal when he 
said, ‘‘Vatican Council II in retrospect provides 
an example of the effects of the rapid and radical 
changes throughout the civilized world and must 
also be counted as one of the forces which caused 
this change. 


“The apparent disarray of Church life 
(today),”” he added, ‘‘may indeed be a sign of 
genuine renewal rather than decay — the birth 
pangs of a new consciousness. . . the real work of 
Vatican II has only begun.” 


IN ASSESSING the ‘‘fruits’” of Vatican II, 
Sister Mary Luke Tobin, SL, American auditor 
at the council, saw ‘‘greater personal respon- 
sibility, individual dignity, social concern and 
participation’ as the most striking effects of the 
council not only on nuns but on the whole spec- 
trum of Church life. 
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Ecumenism, papal authority, birth control, social action, 
the priesthood, theology, Judaism - all have been affected 
by Vatican II. In this special Talking Point, world religious 

~ leaders comment on some of these effects. 


She said the Church is ‘“‘making headway” in 
its renewal, although slowly at times. The laity 
have failed to integrate into their lives the 
concept of responsibility that was put forward by 
the council. 


Agreeing with Sister Tobin, Martin Work, 
former executive director of the National 
Council of Catholic-Men and a Vatican II ob- 
server, said the council undoubtedly ‘‘opened up 
the life of the Church to the laity.’’ But in many 
cases, he observed, the lay apostolate has not 
grasped the opportunities available. : 


FATHER’ KILIAN McDonnell, OSB, 
theologian at St. John’s Abbey and University, 
Collegeville, Minn., pointed out that the council 
gave “‘little attention” to the priesthood but said 
its impact on the priesthood was ‘‘immense.”’ 


“Both the priesthood and life in a religious 
order suffered a kind of unintended 
devaluation,” he said, and the ‘‘impact of the 
theology of secularity’’ changed the priest’s self- 
image. Father McDonnell said the priest is often 
caught somewhere between the sanctuary and 
the desperate urgency of social concerns. 


Speaking of the tide of ecumenism, which has 
ebbed and flowed since Vatican II years, Dr. 
Robert V. Moss, president of the United Church 
of Christ and council observer, said no other 
ecclesiastical event has done more to open the 


COMMENTING ON the state of Jewish- 
Christian relations a decade after the start of 
Vatican II, Rabbi Mare Tanenbaum of the 
American Jewish Committee, New York, said 
“the most important net effect’? was the 
‘profound change of . . . mentality toward Jews 
and. Judaism... in the Catholic Church.” 


The rabbi added that this change in Christian 
outlook is a ‘“‘fundamental precondition’’ for a 
denunciation of anti-Semitism and a growing 
respect for Judaism as a “‘living religion.” 


Cardinal Heenan said that a future of the post- 
Vatican II Church is ‘‘confusion’’ engendered by 
an erosion of confidence in the teaching 
authority (magisterium) of the Church. He said 
Pope Paul’s encyclical on birth control in 1968 
was an example of this. 


“IT WAS NOT THE encyclical itself,’ the 
prelate asserted, ‘‘so much as its reception 
which wounded the Church. It is impossible to 
estimate the effects on ordinary priests and 
people of this revolt against papal authority.” 


Unlike Cardinal Heenan’s concern over ‘‘a 
revolt against papal authority,’’ another Vatican 
II commentator, Father George Maloney, SJ, of 
Fordham University, New York, an expert on 
the Eastern Catholic Churches, expressed the 
belief that Vatican authority has not opened 
enough with respect to Vatican II promises of 
‘“autonomy”’ to the Eastern rites. 


door to “Christian union’ and to “‘sharing in 
mutual brotherhood by Protestants, Orthodox 
and Catholics...” ; 

SIMILARLY, Cardinal John Heenan, Catholic 
Archbishop of Westminster, expressing the 
belief that ecumenism is the ‘‘greatest blessing”’ 
of the council, warned that its thrust is ‘‘in 
danger of being blunted’ by talk rather than 
action. 

He also pointed out that the ecumenical aspect 
of the council led to other benefits, like the im- 
petus to further Biblical study, increased 
dialogue, mutual respect and brotherhood. 


Dr. Eugene Carson Blake, retiring general 
secretary of the World Council of Churches in 
Geneva and a Presbyterian, declared that 
‘pressure for a second start on the road to 
Christian unity may very well come from 
myriad local groups whose spiritual experience 
has been deepened by .-. . the Word received...” 


He said that the Orthodox and other Christians 
— to whom ecumenical overtures have been 
made — are ‘“‘watching’”’ to see what happens to 
the rights of rites within the Church. 


’ DR. OUTLER’S remarks concerning the 
impact of Vatican II on today’s world provide a 
summary of the situation. Explaining that he is 
“still waiting’? to do an observer’s history of 
Vatican II, he said ‘‘the council’s outcomes are 
still too complicated and ambiguous for com- 
petent representation. 

“What is certain, however, is that, in the span 
of a single decade, the Catholic Church has been 
vastly changed; in its doctrinal self- 
understanding, in its ecumenical commitments, 
in its sense of Christian mission . . . These 
reforms, plainly, are irreversible — even though 
the diehards continue to fight effective rear 
guard actions...” -

Question 

With the Church’s revised liturgical 
calendar, some of us get confused on 
the lesser known days, such as ferial, 
ember and rogation days. Can you 
explain their significance and mean- 
ing today and how Catholics are sup- 
posed to observe them, if at all? 


The primary purpose for the revision of 
the calendar (effective January 1, 1970) is 
stated in Pope Paul’s apostolic letter: “The 
celebration of the paschal mystery unfold- 
ing throughout the liturgical year is of the 


” 
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Formerly, so many feasts of varying ranks 
took precedence over the Sunday theme 
and texts that the danger existed of obscur- 
ing or minimizing the centrality. of the 
paschal mystery. 


According to the new calendar, the litur- 
gical days are: solemnities (feasts of the 
first class), feasts (feasts of the second class) 
and memorials (feasts of the third class — 
these latter are designated as obligatory or 
optional and relate only to their mention in 
the divine office.) 


With regard to rogation and ember days, 


the Church publicly thanks the Lord and 
prays to him for the needs of men... The 
adaptations of the time and manner of 
observance of rogation and ember days to 
various regions and the different needs of 
the people should be determined by confer- 
ences of bishops.” 


At this time the advance copy of the 1973 
calendar from the National Conference of 
Catholic Bishops does not indicate any 
dates for the observance of the rogation and 
ember days. When these are forthcoming, 
the Southern Cross will publish them.

Fr. Dollen’s book to mark 150 years =,

A PRIEST OF the diocese 
has written the life story of 
the founder of the Society for 
the Propagation of the Faith 
to mark its 150th an- 
niversary. 


Father Charles Dollen, 
librarian at University of 
San Diego and Southern 
Cross book reviewer, is the 
author of Charity Without 
Frontiers, based on the life- 
work of Marie-Pauline 
Jaricot. 


The book was published by 
the society which is using it 
for its anniversary appeal 
for missionary funds. 


PAULINE Jaricot, 
daughter of a wealthy 
family, was born July 22, 
1799, in Lyons where she died 


Jan. 9, 1862. She was only 23 - 


when she founded the 
missions society in 1822 and 
gave much of her wealth 
away aS an example to 
others. 


“It is.no exaggeration to 
say,’ Father Dollen writes, 
“that the society was the 
mainstay of American 
bishops during our 
missionary days... 


“The lesson Pauline 
Jaricot wanted to affirm is 
that spiritual progress is the 
more important thing, while 


material advancement is 


_ necessary but secondary. 


Pauline was quite serious 
when she asked for a prayer 


and a penny—in that order.’’. 


“FOR OVER 30 years,” 
Father Dollen observes, 
‘‘she lived as if she was a 
poor woman. She identified 
with poverty, but she always 
had material wealth to fall 
back on in emergencies. 


“For most of the last 10 
years she literally did not 
know where her next meal 
was coming from. She 
existed on handouts, mainly 
from the poor, so that at her 
death even they were her 
debtors.”’ 


Pauline was not content 
just to have started the 
mission society. To fight 
growing secularism in 
France she started the

No new cardinals before 
papal election reforms? 


VATICAN CITY — Pope 
Paul is reported to have 
delayed a consistory for the 
creation of new cardinals 
until early 1973 when he can 
tie the ceremony to the 
announcement of 
widespread reforms in 
electing Popes. 

Vatican sources said the 
Pope spent a good portion of 
his two-month summer 
“‘working vacation’’ 
polishing rough drafts of a 
decree which he originally 
had hoped to have ready for 
the 10th anniversary of 
Vatican II on Oct. 11. 


The same sources also said 
it was on the council an- 
niversary that the Pope had 
hoped to hold a consistory to 
replenish the depleted ranks 
of cardinals.

Vatican orders recall of ‘deficient’ catechism 


VATICAN CITY — The - 


Vatican has ordered the 
bishops of the Dutch 
Dioceses of Breda and 
s’Hertogenbosch _ to 
discontinue a controversial 
two-year-old catechism in 
the teaching of religion. 


Designed for children 
between 15 and 18, the 
catechism was prepared by 
20 teachers and _ five 
professors from the. Catholic 
University of Nijmegen, and: 
by a guidance committee 
which included represen- 
-tatives of both dioceses’ 
Ordinaries. 


According to its 
originators, the catechism 
constituted an attempt to 
present the Catholic faith 


24 YEARS of continuous

can understand. 

THE ORDER banning the 
catechism came _ from 
Cardinal John J. Wright, 
former Bishop of Pittsburgh, 
prefect of the 
Congregation for the Clergy, 
and Cardinal Franjo Seper, 
prefect of the Congregation 
for the Doctrine of the Faith.

INSTEAD, the balloting

As it now stands, the 
College of Cardinals is down 
from an all-time high of 135,

In a letter to Father An- 
thony Chylewski, diocesan 
director for the Propagation 
of the Faith, Dan Dillabough 
says: “Living with African 
priests has really given me 
an insight into the Church in 
Africa and how difficult a job 
it is for just one parish to 
stay afloat. 


“‘The priests get no salary, 


. no vacation, and many have 


no means of transport. My 
pastor works like I’ve never 
seen anyone work before and 
yet so little ever seems to get 
done because there is just too 
much to do.” 


HE DOES NOT know it, 
but here Dan Dillabough is 
echoing the last words of one 
of ‘Africa’s great builders, 
Cecil John Rhodes, who 


founded Rhodesia and _ the - 


great Rhodes scholarships. 
On his deathbed in Africa 
Rhodes said: ‘‘So little done, 
so much to do.” : 


Dillabough tells Father 
Anthony: ‘“‘My experience 
here in Africa has been 
everything and even more 
than you advised me that it 
would be. My love and ap- 
preciation for the work of the 
mission Church has indeed 
doubled.”’ 


“Most of my work is with 
the secondary school where I 
teach the oldest boys and 
also work with the liturgy. It 
is very sad to see what a dim 
future most of these boys 
have ahead of them. 

“PERHAPS THE best 
part of my stay is my work at 
the dispensary three days a 
week. To see the work of 
these White Sisters is 
something one has to see to 
believe. We treat up to 400 
patients a day at a village 
outpost. 

“You would have to be 
inhuman to sit there and not 
have compassion as child 
after child comes in with 
malnutrition, hookworm and 
any number of curable 
diseases. 

“There was a young Sister 
from Holland the day I 
began. She died from a 
gunshot wound. She did so 
much for these people and 
was loved very much by 
them. She was shot as she 
stood outside the chancery in 
Kampala waiting for it to 
open. 

“THE MAN _ simply 
wanted her car and shot her 
for it. Life is very cheap in 
Africa.” 

Daniel Dillabough is due to 
complete his studies next 
year, prior to ordination. His 
home town is Reese, Mich.
